Mr. Boyer said he had 200 
shares of stock in the Jam eson Coal 
rom pany, given to him for his one- 
third 
Interest in the McLaren 
Coal 
company. 
The M cLaren stock was 
given him by Mr. Jam eson 
He also 
had ten shares in the Valley Coal com­ 
pany and fifteen in the Edrlr Coal com­ 
pany, which were preset 
<1 to him by 
Captain Alfred Hicks. 
Ten shares of 
Poston Coal company stock were sent 
to him in an envelope. 
He was not 
certain who sent it, but thought it 
mi -ht have come from Joseph Aiken, 
a railroad man, or H. A. Kuhn, an op­ 
erator. 
AH these stocks 
paid 
divi­ 
dends. 
Mr. Boyer said also th at he 
holds an interest am ounting to $8, o l m s 
in undeveloped coal lands on the W est 
Pennsylvania division. 
He paid for 
this stock. 
In its entirety Mr. Boyer’s testim ony 
was of startling character. 
His stock 
holdings are only a small portion of 
the gifts he adm itted 
to 
receiving 
from coal companies. 
In his capacity 
aa pun baser of fuel he testified that 
he had ret elved from five companies 
an allow ance of from 3 to 5 cents per 
ton on coal used by the railroad for 
fuel purposes. 
During a part of 1903 
to date he has received a total of more 
than $45,000. 
The money was first 
sent In cash, but later the cashiers’ 
checks were sent to C ashier H astings 
of the Second N ational bank of Al­ 
toona and placed on deposit for Boyer.
